of the Church ; "tis fartherand farther Em- 
barraffing the Church in that Diftrefs which 
muft Endanger her Deftru&tion. 

It cannot be but the Succefs of the Chur- 
ches Enemies, muft be the Encreafe of her 
Danger ; the Confirming her Ruine, and the 
farther making that Mifchief Certain and Im 
retrievable, that was before but Matter of 
Doubt and Apprehenfion. j 

Without obferving the Diftinétion of pare 
ticular Heads, this Difcourfe feems plainly 
to Anfwer the Second Propofition, and to 
Solve that Queftion, W’bo are they, the Church 
isin Danger from? 

And indeed there needs no better Method 
to wipe off the Dirt thrown at the prefent 
Government, than to Examine this Head 
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Aold- Lampoon mmmewmemmems Yio ave they the 
Church gin Danger from! 

Why, Gentlemen; all the Danger you 
pretend the Church is in, arifes, 

1. From my Lord T r, who has, 
very Unfortunately Manag’d the Exchequer 
with a Frugality and Dexterity alcogether 
Unexceptionable, as. well as Unexpetted 5 
and tothe Terror of the Church of Enge 
lind’s Friends, has prevented the Confutt- 
ons and Difadvantages, an Entangled, Dif 
order’d Cath muft have brought the Affairs 
of the War inco; that in fpight of Scarcity, 
has reftor’d the Credit of the Exchequer ;

nifiry, frem the Popular Arguments of III 
Succefs, ard Mifinanagements. 

Then indeed, if the French could have 
been Beaten, well and good; but to have 
thefe People Beat. the Frencb, it may look

ches Safety, being at this time Incompati- 
ble, we thiok our felves no bad Subjeéts, 
for laying, This Vittory is a Difafter to us; 
and that it had been much more for the 
Gcod otf England, and the Safety of t 
Church, that the Duke of M——-—gh had 
been eaten and Taken Prifoner ; that the 
Engiifo Army had been. Driven over the

Let no Man whofe Penetraticn is Incepa-_ 
ble of fearching into thef= Niceties, blame 
us, that we Mourn at their Victories over. 
the French; every Blow given French Ty- 
ranny, Wounds the Church of England, 
and feems to prevent Heaven of an Agent 
to Correét and Supprefs a Growing Implacae 
ble Enemy, and to ruine the French King 
who, in this cafe, is allow’d to be Alte Ec 
clefie Prote@or. 7 
Let us Mourn therefore, as becomes us, _ 
for the Diftrefles and Sorrows of our Mother, 
the Church, while her Enemies profper 5 and. 
they fucceed in all things Abroad and at. 
Home, who have no regard to her Profpe- 
rity. 4

are the Bifhops; we do allow the Bifhops to 
be the Fathers, and Pillars of the Church;

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| Then it will be poffible to have the Fa- 
hers of the Church be her worft Enemies, 
ad neither uaderftand or purfue her True 
Pioterett; from this fad Refleétion, has the

gn of whofe Pious Refolutions, has all along

but the Church having ebtain’d the Coer- 
cive Power, by the Regency of her own Ec- 
clefiaftical_ Inftrumenc, fhall be no more o- 
blig’d te aé&t under Difguifes, or to difown 
thofe things fhe really intends, upon the 
Cafualty of their being.too untimely detex 
é&ted. 
Thefe are the Days of Joyand Gladnefs 
which the High-Church of England hopes 
for, and which the Memorial rightly faysy 
the Lower Clergy want only to be Headed 
and Countenanced to bring to pals. 

All thofe, who, with defizm to prevent 
this Triumphant Condition of the Church, 
tis moft juftly faid fhe is in danger from 3 
tis true,. many of her Sons are blinded to 
withftand this bleffed Defign, and to mingle.
